paragraph [0049], lines 1-2; paragraph [0050], lines 1-2; paragraph [0051], lines 1-2; paragraph [0052], lines 1-2; paragraph [0054], line 1; 
paragraph [0060], line 1; and Figures 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8", does not identify which element is described in which paragraph and in which 
figure. 

Note further that applicant recites figures of embodiments which were not examined (for example, the embodiment of figures 5, 7 and 8 
were not examined).
